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Dept. Heads File 
For Union Rights 
Thru Teamsters

Agawam municipal department heads have filed a 8 


petition with the Commonwealth's Labor Relations 
Commission through Teamsters Local Union 404 for 
collective bargaining rights with the town. 

Albert Tardy of Agawam, the Local 404 president, 
told The Advertiser News that town department heads 
seek collective bargaining rights to affect contract 
language and salary negotiations. 

Expects No Difficulties: 

Tardy-commented that he anticipated no difficulties 
in receiving approval from the Labor Relations Commis- 


sion for the department heads to unionize, The possible # am 


exceptions may .be the police and fire chiefs because! 
they are in a position to set policy for their respective 
departments. z 

‘Should the commission allow unionization, the 
department heads would then have to elect whether to 
join the Teamsters Local Union 404. The union would 
then take the standard course with contract negotia- 
tions conducted by the town manager, with Town Coun- 
cil responsible for funding. 

The Teamsters already represent the Agawam police 
sergeants in contact talks with the town. 

Tardy filed the petition on behalf of approximately 20 
department heads and said that at least 30 percent of 
them supported the petition. 

Temporary Town Manager Katherine Pisano has 
hired labor relations specialist, Attorney Ralph Atkins 
to represent the town’s interest in a public hearing 
before the Labor Relations Commission for either 
November 6th or November 19th. 

Atkins commented that the concept of allowing 
department heads to unionize was ‘’somewhat unique’ 
and told us, “At some point there must be a cut-off line 
between labor and management.” 

Tardy noted that Agawam department heads sought 
collective bargaining rights in 1979 but a ruling by the 
town solicitor said the Labor Relations Commission 
would not allow it, because department heads were con- 
sidered management. ; 

Chicopee Does It 

Tardy said more recent rulings by the commission 
have allowed the organization of municipal department 
heads and noted his local presently represent the depart- 
ment heads of Chicopee for collective bargaining mat- 
ters. 

Atkins said he was concerned a conflict could exist 
from department heads being in a position to‘have input 
in other negotiations, while possibly undergoing 
negotiations themselves.”

Captain Charles Leonard House 
Remains Beacon of Town’s Past

Although much has been written concerning the 
Captain Charles Leonard House there remains little 
evidence as to the identity of those people who played 
such an important role in the construction and even- 
tual establishment of the house as a post colonial 
tavern. But one thing is certain, if it had not been for 
the farsightedness of the late Mrs. Minerva Davis, this 
Property might not have survived the years as 
Agawam’s foremost historic landmark. 

Today, the preservation of the Leonard House re- 
mains secure within the guiding hands of a small group 
of local citizens whose untiring efforts and vigilance 
fulfill Mrs. Davis’ dream.-Perhaps few townspeople 
realize the names of these most active trustees, yet it is 
an undeniable fact the house could not have withstood 
the many years of economic trauma had it not been for 
the unselfish labor displayed by the board members. 

Since 1935 when Minerva Davis established the 
board for the purpose of preservation of the house, the 
structure has served our town as a community house. 
In 1975 the Captain Charles Leonard House was ad- 
mitted to the illustrious National Registry of Historic 
Places. 

Despite its significant history, the house still remains 


arelic of respect by all those who know of its existence. 
Still, there are many citizens who do not truly ap- 
preciate its historical past or purpose! 
Captain Charles Leonard 

Unfortunately, there is little information concerning 
the man most responsible for having the house built in 
1805. However, certain tidbits of knowledge do exist 
that would lead us to believe Captain Charles Leonard, 
the original proprietor, might have assumed some pro- 
minence in the township of Agawam. 


At times referred to as the “farmer who went to Har- 
vard,”” we authors, while submitting the necessary 
papers to the Massachusetts Historical Commission, 
wrote to Harvard College in the hope of learning more 
about Leonard’s scholastic endeavors. 


Accordingly, the Alumni Association was most pro- 
mpt in replying that no record of the man in question 
existed! It therefore remains a mystery as to the in- 
ference that Leonard ever did attend Harvard College. 
As to his title or rank as a captain there remains even 
less factual information as to how and when Charles 
Leonard elevated to that rank.

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Council Discusses 
Amending Charter

Agawam Town Council met in a workshop session 
on Monday, October 29th, to take the first step to 
determine the procedure for, and the scope of, the revi- 
sion of the 13 year-old town charter. 

Some of the Grey Areas 

Town Councilor Jack Shaughnessy brought the issue 
of charter revision before the council, saying, “It’s not 
my intent to have a full-blown charter change but to 
clear up some of the language in the charter’s grey 
areas. This often leads to various opinions and inter- 
pretations of the charter's intent. 

Shaughnessy said the council could adopt language 
amendments to the charter by majority vote, which 
would then be brought before the voters in an election. 

Shaughnessy said, he sought the full workshop ses- 
sion of the council to initially address the issue to 
determine whether the council would seek to play a 
role in revision; whether revision should be handled by 
a council committee; or whether any councilor should 
privately draft recomendations for changes to be sub- 
mitted to the full council for review. 

Town Council President Donald M. Rheault told the 
12 councilors present at the workshop to contact him 
by telephone by Friday, November 2nd, if they wished 
to play an active role in the revision. 

Rheault concurred with Shaughnessy’s concerns 
about the charter, saying, ‘‘Without question there are 
many areas in the charter that need to.be addressed for 
clarification.” 

However, Rheault went on to say, “I believe some of 
the charter’s points might need to be addressed by a 
charter commission. 

A charter commission’s recommendations for altera- 
tions could be more far reaching than those supported 
by a majority vote of the council but would still have to 
appear before the electorate for final adoption. 

Among those councilors speaking on the issue, An- 
drew Gallano, Thomas Locke, Peter Longo, Rheault, 
and Shaughnesy, all agreed charter revision was need- 
ed. 

Specific Impact On Government 


In particular, councilors cited portions of the charter 
where it was not specific or had questionable impact 
on the effective running of town government. These 
areas included - the removal of the town manager; 
council actions for establishing an investigations com- 
mittee; and the use of the emergency preamble for im- 
mediate council action. 

The controversial and bitter removal of former 
Town Manager Edward 
A. Caba last summer, and 
the formation of a three- 
member investigation 
committee to review 
department head vaca- 
tion pay, were such pro- 
blem parts of the charter, 
according to several 
councilors. 

Shaughnessy further 
suggested the town seek a | 
legal ruling from the state 
attorney general to deter- 
mine whether a standing 
charter commission might 
be established so charter 
revision could occur 
steadily as the situation 
warranted. 

While it has not yet, 
been determined how the | 
revisions will occur, or, 
how thorough the scope 
of the revisigns may be, it 
is likely charter revision 
will proceed in some 
form, according to many 
councilors at the meeting.

Planning Office To Begin Historical Survey 


The Agawam Office of Planning and Community 
Development, in cooperation with the Agawam 
Historical Commission, held the first in a series of 
meetings to dicuss the historical survey on Monday, 
October 29th. The survey is scheduled to begin this 
month. _ 

Thirteen residents of Agawam were in attendance at 
the meeting. They received background concerning the 
townwide historical survey which is funded by a grant 
from the Massachusetts Historical Commission. 

The purpose of the survey is to identify historical 
structures, monuments, and sites in Agawam. George 
Farmer, president of the New England Historical Ser- 
vices, has been hired to conduct the survey. 

At the meeting, he outlined the survey’s itinerary 
with Deborah Dachos, director of the town’s planning 
and community development office. Marilyn Curry, 
chairwoman of the Agawam Historical Commission,

also was on hand to stress the importance of preserv- 
ing Agawam’s heritage.

Quick and aggressive work by Agawam firefighters 
on Monday afternoon probably saved further damage 
from being inflicted on the Federal Hill Club on Cooper 
Street which caused losses still being estimated at 
presstime. : 

Firefighters were called to the scene by neighbor 
Anita Drew of 22 Federal Street Extension after she 
saw heavy smoke coming from exhaust vents in the 
rear of the Federal Hill Club, the second oldest building 
in Agawam. 

According to Fire Chief Rusty Jenks, upon arrival, 
the fire was discovered by firefighters in the kitchen 
foyer. The fire had extended into the kitchen and ceil- 
ing of the kitchen. “There was extensive damage to the 
south end of the foyer area and to the north end of the 
kitchen area there was heavy heat and smoke damage. 
There was also smoke damage throughout the 
building,” 

Firefighters were on the scene for about two hours at 
the 200 year-old structure which has been operated as 
a restaurant by the Moretti family since 1936. 

The restaurant was closed at the time and no one 
was in the building. : 

The Federal Hill Club is considered one of the area’s 
most elegant restaurants and Jenks said it would have 
been a tragic loss to the entire region if the building 
had been lost. 

He said because of the smoke damage, a complete 
interior remodeling will be necessary and there was 
structural damage to the laundry and kitchen areas 
that will have to be repaired.” 

Three firefighters were treated for smoke inhalation 
and heat exhaustion at Springfield Hospital and were 
later released. The firemen treated were Daniel Cham- 
pigny, Vincent Bertrand, and Douglas Cesan. 

Three pumpers, one hook and ladder, a rescue vehi- 
cle and an ambulance responded to the 3:00 p.m. fire. 
West Springfield also sent a pumper to assist. 


Hampden County Inmates’ 
Agawam Farm Successful 


Over the past winter, the administrators of the 
Hampden County Jail and House of Correction assess- 
ed the feasibility of cultivating the county owned 
farmlands in Agawam which had lay idle for the past 
two years. At that time, they decided that such an 
undertaking would be an efficient way to provide the 
jail’s kitchen with a constant variety of vegetables and 
would save the taxpayers of Hampden County a con- 
siderable amount of money. 

With these goals in mind, an irrigation system was 
installed which covered the 2% acres to be cultivated. 
Manager of Maintenance, Walter H. Kinder, and Food 
Services Director, Roger O. Nadeau, also mapped out a 
plan for growing several kinds of vegetables, some to 
be consumed at the jail and some to bé donated to 
area community service organizations. 

A report issued last week by Sheriff Michael J. Ashe, 
Jr., showed that the Hampden County Jail and House 
of Correction Farm Demonstration Project had achiev- 
ed its goals and was a great success. 

The farmland yielded 10,000 ears of corn, 1400 
heads of cabbage, and 700 bushels of other vegetables 
such as beans, carrots, squash and tomatoes. 

The total of fair market value of the crop was ap- 
proximately $7,728.00 which represents a tremendous 
savings to Hampden County, said Ashe. 

Of the total crop yield, 420 ears of corn, 320 heads 
of cabbage and 65 bushels of other vegetables were 
donated to local soup kitchens. This represents a total 
fair market value of approximately $770. 

Nadeau added, “re-opening the farm in Agawam 
has provided the jail with the value of fresh vegetables 
which helped us to maintain compliance with our nutri- 
tional plan. \t has also left us with a considerable 
amount of frozen vegetables which should last through 
December of 1984 and it provided full-time work ona 
daily basis for approximately 20-25 low risk inmates.”’ 

Next year the farm project will be expanded to 
cultivate four acres of land and produce an even 
greater variety of vegetables. 

Ashe concluded, “in summary, this project is in 
keeping with our efforts to operate this facility in a 
most cost effective manner, and provide opportunities 
for our inmates to participate in constructive programs 
while serving their time.” 


North Street Extension 
Closed To Through Traffic 


The Agawam Department of Public Works an- 
nounces that commencing on Wednesday, October 
31st, 1984, North Street Extension will be closed to 
through traffic between North Westfield Street and 
North West Street. 

The closing will be in effect from 7:00 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. This closing is due to the sewer construction cur- 
rently underway in that street and wil! be in effect dur- 
ing the course of this work. The depth of excavation 
and high ground water.necessitates the street. closing. 
At other hours and on weekends one lane of travel will 
be available around the actual construction site. 

Signs will be posted advising motorists of ‘alternate 
routes. Limited access however will be provided to 
homes on North Street Extension at all times. The signs 
will indicate which North Street Extension address can 
be reached from either end of the closed roadway.

Mrs. Pisano Proposes $25,000 for Industry Ln.

Temporary Town Manager Katherine Pisano has an- 
nounced that $25,000 would be used to help alleviate 
flooding problems along Industrial Lane. 

Town Councilors Jack Shaughnessy and Peter Longo 
met earlier this month with area businessmen to hear 
concerns over flooding and lack of proper storm 
drainage. = 

Plans for an outside contractor to finish the roadway 
on Industrial Lane and to work on water, sewers, and 
drainage were deleted from this year’s budget for lack 
of funding. 

However, the two councilors and Mrs. Pisano have 
recommended the $25,000 be used to purchase 
materials and that DPW personnel and equipment be 
used instead of an outside contractor to correct the 
drainage problems.

The DPW has noted they are nearing completion of 
drainage projects scheduled this fall and hope to begin 
work on Industrial Lane by mid-November. 

Mrs. Pisano has said. the drains will alleviate the 
most immediate problems and added that her office 
would continue its efforts to secure funding for comple- 
tion of the roadway. 


Industrial Lane is presently receiving high considera- 
tion for receipt of funds to be paid back to the town 
through the Small Cities Economic Development Set- 
Aside Grant program. 

As companies locating within the Agawam Regional 
Industrial Park pay back the low interest loans received 
through SCEDSAG, the town may have the option to 
use the funds for other Industrial Lane improvements.

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Citizen’s Group to 
Submit Signatures on 
Blatt Vote

Citizens seeking a ballot referendum over Councilor 
Neil Blatt’s indemnification announced today they ex- 
pect to have approximately 2,000 signatures on a peti- 
tion to be submitted to the town clerk’s office by the 
end of this week. If the petitions contain the signatures 
of 1,250 registered voters, the council will be asked to 
place the issue on the ballot so citizens in the town can 
either sanction the indemnification or disallow it. 

The citizens group’s leader, resident John O’Brien, 
said the efforts to place the issue to a referendum vote 
are not aimed at Blatt but against the principle of the 
town providing funds for legal fees for public officials 
in Blatt’s circumstances. 


Being Sued by Caba 

Blatt is being sued by former Town Manager Edward 
A. Caba for $125,000 for alleged defamation of 
character. : 

Caba's attorney's, Theodore Dimauro and Con- 
stance Sweeney of Springfield, have said this suit 
stems for statements Blatt made to a TV-22 reporter 
last February. 


The reporter asked Blatt if Caba’s overpayment in 
vacation time to town personnel was, among other 
things, criminal. Blatt responded in this way: “In my 
opinion, all of the above.” 

Town Council voted 8-7 on October 15th to have the 
town pay for Blatt’s legal fees. 

The indemnification statues states that public of- 
ficials being sued for conduct on-the-job can receive 
compensation for legal fees from the municipality. 


While several councilors argued against Blatt receiv- 
ing the legal fees, the prevailing side said Blatt’s com- 
ments were within the scope of his official duties as a 
councilor. 

Dissenting councilors said passing indemnification 
would give “carte blanche” to any councilor wishing to 
make statements against other officials. 

Councilor Thomgs Locke argued that Blatt was ap- 
proached by the media as a result of holding public of- 
fice and further cited a case heard by the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court that allows in- 

- demnification until the case is decided in court.

Indemnification Was Allowed 

Town Solicitor Lambert Ollari wrote an opinion on 
this case before the state supreme court where it allow- 
ed indemnification to the mayor of Newton. 

Ollari wrote, “The court has ruled that the 
characterization of the mayor's activities could not be 
made until the conclusion of litigation. Disqualifica- 
tion from indemnification would not occur until the 
mayor was found libel for damages for conduct not 
covered by the ordinance; hence the issue was not 
ripe. 

If the town’s Law Department determines through 
town ordinances and/or state laws that indemnifica- 
tion is provided by statute, the referendum sought by 
O'Brien’s group will be struck from the ballot as it 
would violate state laws. ‘ 

Should this occur, O’Brien said he was not sure 
whether the citizens group would appeal such a town 
decision in the courts.

Indeed, we do not mean to imply that Leonard’s 
military rank was not deserved, but we must rely upon 
certain established references to find his earlier perfor- 
mance in town. Resident Edith LaFrancis’ town history 
does make mention of his name in reference to his be- 
ing among a “committee of 7 to seat the meeting 
house,” in the Second Parish. Again she states, “that 
on the eighth day of April 1806, Captain Charles 
Leonard was among a, “committee to supply the pulpit 
for the year ensuing,” 

In all events it can be safely assumed that Leonard 
was in good company insofar as local and notable 
town personages were concerned. 

As a final suggestion it can be noted that Leonard's 
title might have been derived from his having been a 
master on a Connecticut Riverboat, or he might have 
been a member of a militia unit organized outside of 
the township. 

We suggest that anyone who has any information 
concerning Captain Charles Leonard should contact 
the authors so that the appropriate history will be pro- 
perly recorded and assigned to the Agawam Historical 
Association. 

Meanwhile, the Captain and his wife Marcy, rest in 
peace within the confines of the picturesque Center 
Cemetery, located within a % mile of the gracious 
historical landmark of his making. 

Asher Benjamin, Architect 

\f Charles Leonard conceived the possibility of an in- 
nitavern along the busy highway of present day Main 
Street, it remained for some other identity to design 
and construct this beautiful Georgian masterpiece. 

Again, it must be stated that little local information. 
exists pertaining to the original architect of the Cap- 
tain Charles Leonard House. Yet, it appears befitting 
that the design of the building be ascribed to someone 
with a fine eye toward beauty and the period of time in 
which the house was built. Upon this assumption we 
have relied upon the oral history of a local and contem- 
porary authority. 

lt has been our pleasure to have known the late Dick 
Van Heusen of Agawam. As a founding father of the 
Agawam Historical Association, Van Heusen’s quiet 
and congenial personality was enhanced only by a 
reservoir of knowledge concerning colonial architec- 
ture. 

Dick Van Heusen maintained the opinion that the 
Leonard House was designed and built by the famed 
New England architect, Asher Benjamin. On this 
premise Van Heusen made a number of hand drawn 
examples depicting various architectural features in- 
side and outside the Leonard House. 

Carefully applying these drawings to similar features 
in homes known to have been designed by Benjamin, 
Van Heusen was able to provide a_ reasonable 

} hypothesis based on the belief that Asher Benjamin did 
indeed create the structure. And there have been other 
authorities who concur with Dick's findings! 

Besides the Leonard House, Van Heusen was of the 
opinion that several other local houses were probably 
the work of Benjamin, notably the old Van Heusen 
house and, the adjacent structure belonging to Bill and 
Dotty Thorpe of Main Street. 

Original Purpose 

Since its construction in 1805, the Leonard House 
served for many years as an inn and tavern. At that 
time the Main Street of Agawam was a major highway 
between points north and south of the community. 

We can only imagine the stagecoach traffic that 
must have stopped by the house for the purpose of 
allowing its weary travelers an opportunity to partake 
of fine food and lodging. There are some who believe 
the huge hallways also served for dancing with the 
music being furnished by a fiddler or two. 

Turning into the main drive the coach would stop 
beside the south entrance allowing the travelers to 
disembark. Upon entering men and women would part 
company, the women turning to their left and into the 
south parlor, while the men would adjourn to the main 
kitchen area. 

The grog closet to the rear of the massive chimney 
adjoined the two dining areas. Originally a huge barn 
in the back served for the comfort and security. of 
horses and coaches. 

Upon entering the original doorway facing Main 
Street the visitor must let his imagination pause for the 
moment that he might become a participant of 
yesteryear. The aroma seems indicative of blazing 
wood fires that no longer send their burning embers 
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Skyward from the now stilled fireplaces. 

Perhaps the sweet fragrance of drying herbs can still 
be sensed within the quiet rooms of this archaic inn! 
With a more vivid imagination the guest might hear the 
soft whispers of spirit voices, the faint merriment of the 
fiddler, or the rumbling Wheels of coaches as they 
made their weary way toward the security within. 


Present Day Significance 
For an interim of time the Leonard House Served as a 
private dwelling following its heyday as inn and tavern. 
But today, thanks to the efforts of Mrs. Minerva Davis, 
the house has once again returned to service as a com- 
munity house for the people of Agawam. Various clubs 
in town meet here on a regular basis. 


Also, the house serves a number of public purposes 
such as weddings and showers, etc. 


Board Of Trustees 

From its outset the Board of Trustees meet twice a 
year on a formal basis for the purpose of regulating the 
daily affairs of the Captain Charles Leonard House. On 
a regular basis members work throughout the year 
dedicated to the continual upkeep of the house and| 
Property. 

Due to recent federal and state cutbacks in financial 
allocations to historic properties and with increasing 
costs of maintenance and repairs, the Captain Charles 
Leonard House must rely more and more on public or 
private donations. 


In an effort to offset its financial burden the board 
provides a semi-annual tag sale. Those who attend this 
function are usually gratified by the items on sale, in- 
cluding a number of local antiques. On several occa- 
sions, visitors are given the opportunity to participate 
in a guided tour of the house, free of charge.

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Melconian Backs Plan 
To Clean Up Waste 


Support is growing for a four-point plan for cleaning 
up hazardous waste°as Senator Linda Melconian 
(D-Springfield) recently added her name to the list of 
endorsing legislators. The plan is being promoted 
throughout the state by members of the Massachusetts 
Public Interest Research Group (MASSPIRG) as part of 
their ‘“Campaign to Clean Up Hazardous Waste.” 

Beginning in the summer, all state legislators were 
asked to endorse the plan. To date, 86 have pledged 
support. 

“Supporting this plan demonstrates concern for the 
future of our Commonwealth,’ said Mindy Lubber, 
campaign director, “a future where toxic wastes need 
not threaten to contaminate our water and health.” 

The plan calls for: ' 

*Setting a ten year timetable for cleaning up all of 
Massachusetts estimated 1000 hazardous waste 
dumpsites; 

*Enacting a ‘Pollution Penalties’ bill to stop illegal 
and unsafe waste handling and disposal practices, 
such as ‘‘midnight dumping;”’ 

*Establishing a fair system for compensating victims 
of hazardous waste dumping; and 

*Creating incentives for industry to reduce their pro- 
duction of wastes through ‘‘source reduction’ techni- 
ques. 

“We would like to thank Senator Melconian for join- 
ing our effort to reduce the toxics threat in 
Massachusetts,” continued Lubber, ‘Her leadership 
will be critical in the coming weeks in helping to pass 
the Pollution Penalties Bill.” 

The bill (S2116), currently pending before the State 
Senate, would enable the state Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering (DEQE) to fine com- 
Panies that violate hazardous waste or pollution laws 
in an effort to stop illegal dumping. Time will be short 
on this year’s legislative session when lawmakers 
return after November 6th, and MASSPIRG anticipates 
that industry will wage an all-out lobbying effort 
‘against the bill.

Reopens in Agawam

West Springfield's loss is Agawam’s gain as the 
popular Lockmann’s-Maynard Bakery has pulled up its 
locks, stocks, and mixers and has relocated at 
O'Brien’s Corner, next to Community Laundromat. 

The well-known Lockmann’s was located on Elm 
Street in West Springfield for many years. First known 
as “Spud Nuts,” it became Lockmann’s Bakery in 1967 
and was later changed to Lockmann’‘s-Maynard. The 
late Paul Lochmann ran the pastry shop with the late 
Emil Maynard and his son, Fred. 

Under the Melloni Family 

The bakery is now owned and operated by the 
Melloni family of Agawam, including Patricia, 
Richard, and Karen. Richard serves on a part-time 
basis and Patricia and Karen oprate the sales end of 
the bake shop. 

Behind the scenes in the kitchen is Richard Maynard, 
who learned all about the baking business from his 
father and grandfather, Emil and Fred, respectively. 
The well-kept family recipes were handed down to 
Richard who does most of the cooking for the new 
O'’Brien’s Corner bakery. 

Maynard is aided in the mixing and preparing of the 
baked goods by the Melloni’s “in the good-old fashion- 
ed way” of the Lochmann-Maynard tradition, accor- 
ding to the Mellonis. 

“My father taught me all of his baking techniques 
before he retired,” Maynard said. The elder Maynard 
stops in from time-to-time to whip up some pastry for 
old times sake. The younger Maynard is a quiet man 
who lets his product shout-out for him. 

He prepares a variety of breads and pastry to please 
the various tastes of the ethnic groups. When asked 
about his specialty, Maynard quickly said, “You name 
it and | make it.’”

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School Committee Revises AHS Attendance Policy 


Touted as highly successful by school ad- 
ministrators, Agawam High School’s student atten- 
dance policy has recently undergone revision. 


The year-old policy, which withholds credit for 
courses if students miss classes without acceptable ex- 
cuses, boasts a 50 percent reduced absenteeism rate 
since its inception. 


AHS principal John Morrissey points out that in its 
original form, the attendance policy dealt with student 
absences on a yearly basis. Consequently, confusion 
developed among students, parents, teachers, and ad- 
ministrators, 


“Because attendance requirements were unclear and 
wordy, students, parents, and teachers became confus- 
ed and had difficulty keeping track of yearly 
absences,” he states. 


In its revised torm, the attendance policy deals with 
student absences on a half-year basis which eliminates 
confusion and makes bookkeeping much easier. 


Morrissey states that the revised poiicy also helps 
students keep a closer watch on their absences and 
Prevents overlapping from one semester to the next. 


“In the past, if a student exceeded his/her allotted 
number of acceptable excuses after January, a teacher 
had to contend with a pupil who knew he/she would 
not be receiving credit for that course. The teacher's 
control over that student was lost for the remaining 
school year. However, the revised policy eliminates 
this overlapping problem,”’ he explains. 


The following is the revised Agawam High School 
attendance policy which was accepted by the School 
Committee October 16th. 


Rationale 

To recognize that the classroom, due to teacher- 
student and student-student exchange, is the primary 
area where most learners attain the basic goals of 
education. 

To acknowledge that the attainment of a numerical 
grade (based on papers, tests, quizzes, etc.) is not the 
sole assessment of a classroom experience. 


To encourage responsibility, self-discipline, and 
commitment in order to enhance one’s potential for 
success in life. 


To recognize that a student’s attendance and tar- 
diness record is evaluated by future employers. 


Teacher Responsibility 


Attendance will be taken and recorded every day in 


every class by every teacher. 


Attendance - Tardiness Restrictions 
All students must attend classes in conformity with 


_ the following guidelines: 


1, In order to receive credit for any semester course, 
aistudent may not be absent nine times or more from 
that course. 


2. In order to receive credit for the semester in gym 
and certain music classes, a student may not be absent 
six times.or more from the course. 


3. Three tardies count as one absence. 


4. Should a tardy include half or more of the class 
time, it counts as one absence. 


Exceptions 

Attendance at school sponsored events which re- 
quires a student to be absent from class will not be 
counted as an absence (i.e. field trip). 


A doctor's excuse or a supoena to appear in court. 


Notification 

When a student is absent six times during the 
semester (three times in gym and certain music 
courses), a letter will be sent home informing the 
parent/guardian of the possible loss of credit if three 
more absences occur. 


When a student is absent nine times during the 
semester (six times in gym and certain music Courses), 
a letter will be sent home informing the parent/guar- 
dian of the loss of credit for the semester. 


Appeal 

In cases where a student loses credit as.directed by 
this policy, that student may appeal. The appeal re- 
quest must be submitted in writing by the student or 
Parent to the school principal no later than five school 
days following notification of loss of credit. A written 
response by the principal will be made after consulta- 
tion with the appeals committee. Further appeal may 
be made directly to the Superintendent of Schools and 
the Agawam School Committee. 


Appeals Committee 
The committee or committees shall consist of one 
principal and two teachers. 


Working Procedure 


1. Attendance and tardiness must be recorded ac- 
curately. Teachers are to make use of daily bulletins. 


2. When a student is absent six times (three times in 
gym and certain music courses), the teacher is to send 
the official- notification form to the appropriate 


by Alexis Ferioli School Department Editor 
guidance counselor. 

3. Guidance counselors will mail out the form at the 
appropriate time and call the parent(s) to alert them of 
notification being sent home and the possible loss of 
credit. 

4, When a student is absent nine times in the

The holiday season is just around the corner. Along with the festive season, sometimes we have to 
contend with the flu. Remember, for those of you who are over 65 years of age and or have a previous 
history of respiratory problems a flu injection is recommended. Flu injections are given in our Am- 
bulatory Center without an appointment. Just come right in. 


COLDS AND FLU 


At least once in your lifetime you have in the past or you will suffer in the future from a cold or flu. 
The following are some common questions that people ask about their ailment. The answers are ex- 
cerpts from the book “Cold Comfort” by Hal Zina Bennett. This book can be found in your local library. 

Q: How did | get it? 

A: Cold and flu viruses are carried from person to person in the air you breathe. We also spread 
viruses by our hands. You should realize that viruses alone don’t cause colds, lowered resistance to in- 
fection through overwork, stress and fatigue can make us more susceptible for these viruses. 

Q: How can | tell if | have the flu or just a cold? : 

A: Sometimes it is hard to tell, even for a trained professional. But in general, flu tends to come on 
suddenly. The first symptoms are usually a dry cough, fever and fatigue. Colds tend to build up slowly 
beginning with minor symptoms such as slight headache, runny nose, scratchy throat and maybe a 
slight fever. } 

Q: What causes the discomfort and feeling? 

A: Aching and fatigue go with a fever. Inflammation in your nasal passage and throat is your bodies 
way of preventing the infection from spreading, unfortunately, it also presses on tender nerves, causing : 
facial pain, headache and sore throat. A stuffy nose is also the result of inflammation. Sore or scratchy 
throat is caused by superficial damage to the tissue lining in your throat and by substances your body 
produces for repairing the tissue affected by the cold/flu. - 

Q: Am | contagious? 

A: In the first few days of the infection, you are very contagious, but since this phase begins at least a 
day before symptoms appear, it is virtually impossible to protect yourself or others form person to per- 
son spread of the infection. 

Q: What can | do to feel better? 

A: Rest, relaxation and warmth, especially in the first days of the infection, greatly increase the effec- 
tiveness of your body’s self healing capacity. 

Q: Can antibiotics help? 

A: Absolutely not. These drugs have no effect whatsoever on colds or flu. They should be reserved 
for only more serious bacterial infections. 

Q: How long will it last? ‘ 

A: Most colds will last from 2-4 days, flu can last as long as 10 days. With a cold, the fever and 
fatigue usually disappear in 2-3 days. With flu, fever lasting up to 5 days is not unusual. The longer the 
fever lasts, the longer one experiences the sense of fatigue. 

Q: What about relapses? 

A: Sometimes with flu people feel sick for 2-3 days and then feel much better and start back to work, 

A day or two later they are back in bed. In many cases the reason for this is simple. After their fever is 
gone they feel better and they think they are over the infection, but fever is just. the initial stage of the 
flu. 

The infection can continue for a number of days afterwards. Starting without symptoms for a day or so 
causing you in essence to return and start all over again. 

As you can see from the answers above, comfort is still the key word in dealing with colds and flu. 
With a cough, sore throat, fever and headache, most of us, when we get a cold or flu, try to push 
through the first day or two of discomfort as though it did not exist. The sooner you are able to 
withdraw from your usual routine and slow yourself down to a comfortable pace, the sooner you will 
provide your body with the energy it needs for healing. 

Drinking plenty of fluids is important in maintaining a healthy fluid level in your body. When your 
body temperature elevates, you use up a lot more moisture than usual. It is essential then to maintain 
that level at all times: 

Many people drink soft drinks to maintain those fluid levels. If you are going to do this, make certain 
you do not consume drinks that contain preservatives such as, Benzoate, or artificial flavoring such as 
Citral or Caffeine. These ingredients destroy some of the vitamins and minerals you need to heal infec- 
tions. It is best to drink orange, apple, and tomato juices which are provided with extra minerals and 
vitamins. 

Aspirin is still one of the oldest and most common used over-the-counter pain relieving drugs. One or 
two tablets, taken no more often than every four hours, can reduce the inflammation that cause 
headaches and aches in your muscles and joints when you have a cold or the flu. 

If you find yourself not getting better in a reasonable amount of time, and/or if you feel that you are 
getting worse, consulting your family physician is recommended.

Your Smile Says A Lot 


Because a smile says so much about a person and 
how they are feeling and relating to others, many peo- 
ple are concerned with chipped or discolored front 
teeth. 

If front teeth are badly chipped on their cutting 
edges a crown may be the best treatment, but now a 
new composite material bonds to flawed teeth so well 
that they look new and perfect. It can restore teeth to 
whiteness when they've turned dark from a dead nerve, 
been stained by excessive antibiotics, or been damag- 
ed by an accident. 

The material may slightly darken with time but can 
be repolished, added to or redone much easier than 
crowning the tooth; its texture can be thinned or 
thickened to fit the particular type of repair needed. 

Repair Comparatively Inexpensive 

This new tooth repair technique can usually be ac- 
complished in just one office visit and it is com- 
paratively inexpensive. Because it is still only a few 
years old, no one knows how long the new material will 
old up under normal wear and tear. Meanwhile, it can 
save good teeth from capping and work cosmetic 
magic. 

Teeth that are discolored or simply darker than you 
would like can be bleached to lighten their shade. | 
usually prefer to treat the tooth or teeth twice about 
two weeks apart. This works well if your only concern 
was the coloring of the tooth and not its shape. 

To add to the great strides being made recently for 
making the front teeth look great, a new white ceramic 
filling material is now available for the back teeth 
which eliminates the objections to the previous 
posterior restorations whether they were silver or white 

The great objection to the silver restorations was the 
color and that it did not serve to actually hold the tooth 
together. If a very large restoration was required, the 
crown might soon have to be replaced. The previous 
white restorations wore very easily when put under 
the full force of chewing, they readily stained and on 
x-ray they appeared dark like a cavity so that for bet- 
ween the teeth fillings, the dentist could not be sure if 
their was a cavity at the margin of the restoration. 

Big Benefits For New Material 

One of the big benefits is that the material is used 
with a bonding agent and actually helps to hold the 
tooth together. Large restorations are now standing up 
very well with the posterior ceramic and the teeth are 
not crowned and look natural. 

The restoration takes a little longer to place and 
shape but patients have responded very favorably to it.

It hasn’t been an easy road for the Agawam High 
girls socer team lately. 

After reaching a high in a 1-1 tie with then top dog 
West Springfield on October 20th, the Brownies hit a 
downer by Fielding Division opponents Cathedral, a 
real power, and Classical, a team also of much quality. 

The loss to Classical, 4-1, on Tuesday, October

The New Hampshire deer season will begin Wednes- 
day, November 7th. Deer of either sex may be taken 
statewide from November 7th through Sunday, 
November 11th. On Monday, November 12th through 
Sunday, December 2nd, only antlered deer may be 
taken. 

Prospects for the 1984 season appear good and a 
modest increase in the deer harvest is expected. 
Following twe mild winters and a modified antlered 
hunting season last year, reports of deer sightings have 
increased considerably, even in the north country. In 
fact, lodging in the northernmost sections of the state 
are almost completely reserved for the opening 
weekend of the season. 

Massachusetts Bow Season Opens Monday

‘season in Massachusetts. The bucks have started to 
show signs of rutting.
